Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Taoukis et al. alone or further in view of Olsen et al .

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/1 7/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants state Taoukis et al. teach color comparison but are in reference to the 
TTI itself and not to a comparitor. The Office referrers to figure 9 which teaches 
progressive color change. Applicants argue the six stages of comparison taught by 
figure 9 and the six stages of comparison of the instant invention are a coincidence. 
The Office maintains that six stages of comparison are taught by figure 9 and are fairly 
read on the instant invention. 

Applicants state Olsen et al. does not teach a comparator as a separate 
technology. Olsen et al. teach in column 9 lines 16-19 the color chart illustrated in 
figure 10 can be attached to a TTI or it can be kept separate. This has been properly 
read on the invention.
